Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to 1-10,12,13,20,22,23,28 and 29 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these claims has been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 1 ,14-19 and 21 are allowable for reasons set forth in the previous Office 
Action dated May 21 , 2003. 

Claims 1-10,12,13,20,22,23,28 and 29 are allowable because the prior art alone 
or in combination does not teach or fairly suggest an electrical device having casing 
parts and a profile clamp, wherein the profile clamp is shape matching to the casing 
parts and connecting the casing parts against the force of an explosion like internal 
pressure of the casing, and a slot is furnished between the wall parts and terminated by 
the profile clamp, taken in combination with the other claimed features. 

Claims 24-26 are allowable because the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach or fairly suggest an electrical device having casing parts and a profile clamp 
connecting the casing parts, wherein a supplemental slot is formed between a stop face 
of side webs of the profile clamp and a support face of the casing parts, taken in 
combination with the other claimed features.

Claim 27 is allowable because the prior art alone or in combination does not 
teach or fairly suggest an electrical device having casing parts and a profile clamp 
connecting the casing parts, wherein the ends of two profile clamps abut each other 
such that a profile slot is formed, taken in combination with the other claimed features.
